18.— Application of the eastern 
railroads in the 
freig ht rate cases was granted in part today by the interstate commerce 
commission. 
The commission fixes schedules of rates which shall g o into effect on 
10 days’ notice, granting certain increases in the eastern classification's 
territory. 
The Increases approximate five per cent on all railroads from the 
Atlantic seaboard to the Mississippi and north of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers- 
Exceptions were made on certain heavy commodities which com­ 
prise the bulk of traffic. 
Increases will further apply to railroads west of Buffalo and Pitts, 


burg, which were granted partial advances in the decision last August, 
and which were denied then altogether to roads east of these points. 
It is estimated that the advanced rates will increase the 
annual in­ 
come of the affected railroads about $30,000,000.
